This time of the 
year field labor is scarce as most 
of the migrant laborers follow the 
crops up through New York State. 

For the first time cattlemen are 
trying to store their corn in large 
volumes. Many cattle owner’ have 
built. large barns of arch-ribbed 
corrugated iron for storage. Some 
have installed drying systems with 
fuel oil burners used to operate. 
huge blowers, The biggest corn 
growing problem is the dampness 
Summer rains make it almost im- 
possible to dry the corn. natural- 
ly. Some of the larger cattle pro- 
ducers have their own corn grind- 
ing mills. 

In addition ‘to the Big Joe va- 
riety of corn, many new hybrids 
are being tried. One of the old 
| standby varieties is Tuxpan which 
|.has been used in the Glades fot 
bean field windbreaks for 15 years. 

Speer: reports farm activity 
starting.

rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 

per: desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be‘ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving 
proof of such publication.” :

Tropical Gardens and Fort Myers 
| At present the program is to stocx- 
pile seed so it may be grown ın 
quantity in Florida and the south- 
ern tier of states. Seed can only 
be matured in a special zone be- 
tween Martin and Dade counties 
on the East Coast. 

The first two bales of the fiber 
grown by Mr. Henrique have been 
made into bagging, carpet and 
linoleum base and string; and the 
Boston Navy Yard is testing the 
fiber against hemp for rope.
